The Wilson letter followed 
publication last week of a statement 
by Lee Meriwether, a stanch sup- 
porter of Reed, replying to a cam- 
paign statement by W. R. Hollister 
of Jefferson City, Long’s campaign 
manager.

The breach was widened irrepa- 
rably by Reed’s opposition to the 
League of Nations. He’ came out 
flatly against the league when the 
first suggestion of it was broached, 
and has fought it unceasingly ever 
since, : 


Meriwether’s Statement 
Aroused Former President Wilson. 

Following is the text of the Meri- 
wether statement of April 11, which 
aroused former President Wilson to 
his strong denunciation of Senator 
Reed: 

“The special dispatch from Jeffer- 
son City, published this morning, 
quotes Mr. W. R. Hollister as as- 
serting that four-fifths of the mem- 
bers of the State Democratic Com- 
mittee and also four-fifths of the 
members of the county Democratic 
committees are supporting Mr. 
Long’s candidacy for United States 
Senator; then Mr. Hollister states 
that 90 per cent of Democratic wom- 
en are for Long, that in some coun- 
ties Long will receive 95 per cent of 
the vote cast and that his plurality 
outside the large cities will be 150,- 
000! 

“Does Mr. Hollister mean to say 
that members of political commit- 
tees cast the people’s vote? If so, 
his statement is entifiled to consider- 
ation. But if the people mean to 
cast their own votes, then what Dem- 
ocratic committeemen may have told 
Mr. Hollister is not of much import- 
ance. Nor are Mr. Hollister’s pro- 
phecies convincing to those who re- 
call that on the very eve of the 1920 
election he predicted Mr. Long’s elec- 
tion by a ‘substantial’ majority. And 
the very next day Mr. Long was de- 
feated by 127,000! 

“Hollister says Long's only issue 
in the campaign will be that he rep- 
resents Wilson's principles and ideas. 
In so far as Wilson stood for the fun- 
damental principles of democracy, 
he had the ardent support of Sena- 
tor Reed. I myself have seen a let- 
ter which President Wiison wrote 
to Senator Reed, warm thanking 
him for the great service the Sena- 
tor rendered in perfecting and pass- 
ing the Federal reserve bill. On 
many other great questions Reed 
ably supported President Wilson, 
but when Wilson tried to obligate our 
country to ‘preserve from externa) 
aggression’ the territorial integrity 
of some 60 foreign nations it is true 
that Reed preferred to remain true 
to the teachings of Washington, Jef- 
ferson and the fathers—yes, and to 
Wilson, too, up to 1916. For, as late 
as 1916, Wilson declared Ametica 
‘ought not to, and must not,’ form an 


alliance with any nation on earth.” j

Do they know that British pre- 
tensions to search our merchant ships for her subjects 
caused the War of 1812? Do they know that similar 
pretensions of the right brought us close to war with 
Spain, even in the case of the filibuster Virginius, in 
1873? Do they know that the United States persist- 
ently refused to enter into any treaty with European 
Powers for the peace-time search of ships engaged 
in the slave-trade during the first half of last cen- 
tury, and particularly refused to enter into the: quin- 
tuple treaty of 1841? 

However benign the object of search of ships on 
the high seas in time of peace we have considered 
the maintenance of the principle of the freedom of 
the seas of far more importance. The law recognizes 
it alone as a war right. 

‘The high seas do not belong to the United States. 
They are the common property of all states, and every 
ship navigating them is under the sole protection and 
jurisdiction of the state whose flag it is entitled to 
fly. It is a principle of the law of nations that ships 
on the high seas are considered as floating portions of 
their own territory. And an invasion of a foreign 
ship on the high seas is as much an affront as an 
invasion of its landed territory. It would be as silly 
to propose that United States Marshals or soldiers be 
authorized by Congress to cross the Niagara or Lake

NE housewife asserts that she 
O-« es a quarter pound on every 

pound of tea she uses. She ex- 
plains that whenever she is going to 
make tea she spreads the amount she 
is going to use on a piece of brown 
paper and sets it in a warm oven, 
but this must not be hot. She leaves 
it there from 10 to 15 minutes. She 
not only saves tea but the flavor and 
aroma of the tea she serves are most 
delicious. 

When shoe polish becomes hard 
from long standing. do not discard 
it. Just add a little turpentine and 
the polish will not only soften, but 
the leather will have a more bril- 
liant luster. 


The choice, use and care of kitchen 


for cooking are saved if you buy uten- 
sils with bottoms that extend beyond 
the flame of your gas or oil stove. 
Proper care of cooking utensils 
means longer service. Do not scrape 
with sharp-edged objects and do not 
use harsh scouring powder on metal 
or glazed ware. 


Pad the corners of the kitchen 
table before putting on the oilcloth. 
A square of cotton pasted on will 
answer the purpose. The oilcloth 
will last much longer. 

Boil new clothes lines before using 
them. It prevents stretching and is 
a preservative measure. If you have 
no pulley line and must use clothes 
poles, soaking these in cold water,
